Iiigliiy Important. 

A few months since we endeavored to di¬ 
rt rect public attention to the fact that a plot 
was on foot to make a new Slave State on 
the shores of the Pacific. We showed that 
the plan was to divide the State of Califor- 
. nia, on the grounds ostensibly that the taxes 
. . ,be * ar E e landholders in the southern half 
of it were extremely oppressive, and the 
geographical features of the county indicat¬ 
ed the propriety of a division : that the feel¬ 
ing in favor of it was sought to be increased 
bv the imposition of burdens falling with 
peculiar weight upon the lower half of the 
State ; that the real object of the movement 
wns the introduction of slaverv, which was 
sup|>osed to be adapted to the lower lati¬ 
tudes, and would find readv admission under 
, a Territorial Government: that the principal 
conspirators were pro-slavery men, determ- 
loed to carry out a policy to which the South 
had been warmly committed, and for which 
its Senators in Congress had labored and 
struggled. It was these men, who, through 
a combination of Hunker Whigs and Demo- 

I crabs, 'sought to defeat Fremont, and suc¬ 
ceeded in preventing die election of a U. S. 
Senator. We quoted particularly an extract 
of a letter from a citizen of Ohio, in Califor¬ 
nia, to whom had been offered the editor¬ 
ship of the new paper to be established for 
the purpose of advocating division; his tes¬ 
timony to the fact of the plot and its design 
being explicit and conclusive. 

The late news from California will con¬ 
vince every true friend of freedom, that we 
raised no false alarm. The project of di¬ 
vision is now openly discussed, and the Sun 
Francisco papers admit that the movement 
is not only a formidable one, but the conse¬ 
quence of it, if successful, will probably he 
the extension of slavery to the Pacific coast. 
Indeed they say that this is the “ true object.” 

“We have every kind of reason to be¬ 
lieve,” says the Sun Francisco Eveniug Pic¬ 
ayune, “and in our minds are absolutely cer¬ 
tain, that the scheme of division was so orig¬ 
inated with a view of converting the South 
into slave territory — altougb it has since as- 
summed a different form, and is now advo¬ 
cated upon different grounds.” The Herald 
says, that “ the desire to introduce slaverv 
into Southern California,” is cherished by 
many, and “ the formation of a Territorial 
Government will afford them the desired op¬ 
portunity.” 

The San Francisco Sunday Dispatch of 
the I4th September, advocates division, while 
admitting “ the great probability” of the in¬ 
troduction of slavery into South California. 
It closes an article on the subject as follows: 

“We will admit that if a separation takes 
place, there is great probability of the in¬ 
troduction of slavery into the Territory._ 

But consistency is a jewel, and they have 
the same right to introduce it as wo had to 
exclude it. 

“ The only argument we have seen urged 
against a division appeared in the Herald a 
day or two since, and it is certainly deserving 
of serious consideration. It is in substance 
that, by allowing the southern const portion of 
California to leave us, slavery might be in¬ 
troduced, and thus the Union again be put 
in jeopardy. Were the storm which threat¬ 
ened to wreck the Union passed, were the 
compromises likely to satisfy forever the 
North and the South, there would be weight 
in this argument But we look upon the 
tempest as but just commenced. The South 
are determined to introduce uew slave States, 

, and the North are just as determined that 
they shall not. Why is there such a rousing 
from South Carolina to Louisana, in favor of 
the inde|>endent movement in Cuba? Docs 
any one doubt for a moment that Cuba will 
eventually throw off the yoke? Does any 
one doubt that her independence will he reg- 
ognized by the Federal Government? Does 
any one doubt that she will finally ask ad¬ 
mission into the Union? Does any one 
doubt that she will be allowed to come in ? 
W r e can sit with our hands idle in California, 
but a storm is sure to burst upon our coun¬ 
try. Again, what are we to do with die 
Sanwhicb Islands? The North want them 
for a free State. What are we to do with 
.every inch of laud around our borders? So 
Jong as the United States have boundaries 
not identical with those of the continent, so 
long will the storm impend over her. 

“Abolitionism is a fire which has been lit 
in the North. Within the last ten years we 
have seen it spread to a conflagration, and it 
never can rest satisfied until slavery is licked 
from existence. We are in a lull, not in a 
settled calm. And while it seems to us that 
the action of California will make but little 
difference in the great result, we think the 
Southern counties are, under the circumstan¬ 
ces, making a reasonable demand, and one 
which it is our duty as republicans to grant.” 

The pro-slavery men must feel a conscious¬ 
ness of strength, when they thus boldly 
avow their policy. For, if this mean any¬ 
thing, it means that as there is a general 
movement to extend slave territory, and a 
counter movement to prevent its extension, 
the question must be agitated in California, 
and the Southern Californians are determin¬ 
ed to go'for a Territorial Government and 
Slavery. 

A committee appointed t a late meeting 
of citizens of San Diego, has issued an ad¬ 
dress in favor of division, and called a Con¬ 
vention on the subject, which was to meet at 
Santa Barbara on the third Monday in Octo- 
ber. 

The Philadelphia .VortA American savs that 
“a State cannot be divided except” by or 
with the consent of Congress.” The lan¬ 
guage of the Constitution is : “ No new state 
shall be formed or erected within the juris¬ 
diction of any other State, nor any State 
be formed by the junction of two or more 
States or parts of States, without the consent 
of the Legislatures of the States concerned, 
as well as of Congress.” This provision, 
we suppose, does not prohibit a State from 
withdrawing its sovereignty from a portion of 
its territory; and the People thereof might 
organize a Government for themselves, but 
the validity of that act would, we presume, 
depend upon the consent of Congress. 
Should the Legislature of California assent 
to the division, the next step would be, an 
attempt on the part of the Southern Cali or- 
nians to obtain the consent of Congress to

excluding slavery. It was this consecration 
of the whole of our Pacific coast to Freedom I 
that was constantly dwelt upon as the great 
argument to reconcile the Northern mem¬ 
bers of Congress to the abandonment of the 
Proviso in relation to the Territories and to I 


many of them deserted a Principle, to sus¬ 
tain which they have been elected: aud is 
this to be wrested from them ? 

Not by the voluntary action of the people 
of Southern California has the fraudulent 
movement for a slave Territory been organ¬ 
ized. There are pro-slavery men in the uew 
State whose conduct shows that they are 
acting in concert with conspirators on this 
side of the mountains: upon them we charge 
this insidious design to plant slavery upon 
the shores of the Pacific. The Sunday Des¬ 
patch, for example, is published at San Fran¬ 
cisco : it ought to feel pride in the grandeur 
of the State, and seek to maintain its integ¬ 
rity. This, we should expect to l>e the natu¬ 
ral feeling of the people of Northern Cali¬ 
fornia. But, the persons concerned in that 
paper, and demagogues residing in that sec¬ 
tion, are laboring to reduce the dimensions 
a»d of course the political power of their 
State. Can such conduct be accounted for 
on any other ground than that they are more 
interested in the extension of slavery, than 
in the prosjierity of the Commonwealth of 
which they are bastard children ? YVe now 
understand the meaningjof the party in the 
last Legislature that supported Judge Hey- 
denfelt, a notorious slavery-extensionist, 
against Fremont, a known opponent to the 
extension of slavery to the regions west of 
the Mountains. It was working with a view 
to the ultimate establishment of a new slave Slate 
on the Pacific. 

The Mobile Tribune, is discussing the pro¬ 
ject which is favored by many of the settlers 
of California from the sonth”, to divide that 
state, and assign the southern half of it to 
the slave-holders and their people, says: 

“ YVe hope that this movement will be 
successful —not because of the simple right 
of individual slaveholders to a portion of 
that country — but for a much more impor¬ 
tant reason; namely, the necessity the south 
has for more room. In an artticlo last Sun¬ 
day morning, we showed that the negro pop¬ 
ulation, receding before the tide of abolition¬ 
ism, is coming down on the cotton growing 
states. YVithin the lapse of twenty years, 
or before one-half our readers are laid bc- 
ncath the sod, the negro (topulation, by its 
natural increase and its additions from the 
states bordering on the north, will put the 
free men of this section in a condition of 
extreme peril. With nothing but enemies 
without, and a servile population within, 
twice as strong in numbers as that of the 
whites, for those enemies to work upon, a 
panic will fall upon many of our people. — 
Those who have the means will abandon us, 
and those who, by condition, are obliged to 
submit to the destiny of things around them 
will exist only in terror. It is to avoid this 
enhminity that we demand outlets for the 
south. It is in the presence of this cnlani- 
nily that we have nppenled to tlie north lor 
justice. It is in seeking a defense from this 
calnmnity that we have called upon the pub¬ 
lic here to support no man for office who is 
so blind as to see no injustice in northern 
aggression, or, in his heat for office, lias the 
hardihood to deride it aud its terrible conse¬ 
quences.” 

The passage, we perceive, is quoted with 
approval by the YY'ashington Southern Press. 

It is hardly possible, it ap|>ears to us, to make 
a more emphatic admission of the evils of 
slavery, than is comprised in these sentences. 
The proportion of the blacks and whites in 
the cotton growing states, according to this 
representation, is already as large ns is con¬ 
sistent with the safety o”f the whites. The 
whites already feel ‘the necessity of more 
room.” The black population, we are here 
told, is increasing in those states with a ra¬ 
pidity which, unless an outlet is made for it, 
will put the free meu in a condition of ex¬ 
treme peril, and the time is at hand when 
they will exist only in terror. 

They therefore demand aditional territory, 
in which the evil may be weakened by being 
diffused and diluted. They ask for a post¬ 
ponement of the evil day which they see 
coming upon them. By allowing room in 
which slavery may extend itself, the dange¬ 
rous accumulation of the black population is 
deferred for a few years longer. But if it 
be deferred to become more formidable, and 
to comprehend within Us sphere a greater 
number of states. There is nothing to pre¬ 
vent it from being ultimately, as great and 
as dangerous in Southern California, if that 
should be made a slave state, as it is now in 
any of the cotton producing states. Then 
will ensue, throughout a far larger space of 
country, that “ condition of extreme peril,” 
that state of “ panic,” and of “ terror,” which ( 
the Mobile journalist professes to see so close i 
at hand, if wider limits are not opened to the , 
institution which brings with it these dread- , 
ful resul s. Present quiet is to be purchased 
by making the evil more gigantic in the end 
and more completely beyond the control of 
human means. I

Au American Woman Whipper. 

John Caphart, an American, not an Austrian 
scoundrel, thus described his business, while 
testifying in the rescue cases in Boston : 

“ On cross examination, stated that ho had 
been a police officer for some twenty three 
years. Being asked wliat his duties as police 
officer were, in regard to the blacks, the wit¬ 
ness replied, that he had arrested negroes and 
brought them before the courts. 1 can’t tell 
how many - some hundreds. 

I arrested negroes, and when sentenced by 
the court to receive any number of stripes, 
when it came my turn I gave it to ’em. I can¬ 
not give the number that 1 have flogged. Don't 
know how many negroes you have in Massa¬ 
chusetts, perhaps as many as you have here— 
Have whipped them by the request of their 
owners, a large number; they came to me. I 
do not go to their houses. Have been employ¬ 
ed in arresting fugitives ; not before I left Rich¬ 
mond, twenty seven years ago. First knew 
Shidrach on the Glen estate.” 

Such are the creatures—“ the feculum of 
creation,” as William Wirt called them, whom 
tho federal government send here with power 
to drag the inhabitants of our free States into 
everlasting slavery, without the hearing of a 
jury, and simply on their oaths, which are 
worth about as much as those of Cannibals.

• We arc far from ftistiiying the prejudice 
against color; we recognise it to be merely prej¬ 
udice founded in the tong enslavement of the Afri¬ 
can race in this country— a prejudice which Euro¬ 
peans are free from, and which we do not enter¬ 
tain towards Indians, Chinese, and other races 
more deeply tinged Utah the muiattoes of this 
country. But the existing prejudice is a fact, 
and, however ill-grounded, no argument will 
remove it.' ” 

“ We,” the principal editor doubtless, inti¬ 
mates that he knew too much to be caught thus, 
but that “junior editor” was too simple and 
spoke the truth right out. But it seems to 
have been a southern admonition which called 
to the confessional. The Florida Sentinel says : 

“The Colonization organ which founds so 
much of the policy of its scheme upon this 
«prejudice,’ will do better to treat it as it « - a 
sentiment arising, not from custom, but from na¬ 
ture—*in harmony with Natures laws and Heav¬ 
en’s pleasure; and since thus it is and always 
will be, free blacks can never hope to improve 
their condition among the whites.” 

This is true colonization doctrine, from which 
that paper does not dissent, and cannot without 
subverting the system. That starts with the 
doctrine that on account of this prejudice there 
is no hope for the colored people here, hence 
the scheme to remove them. But if this “ sen¬ 
timent” is " mere prejudice” it is morally wrong 
and must fall before Christian and democratic 
truth, and with it must fall the superstructure 
resting on it. Let Americans get up to-morrow 
morning with the feelings of other nations to¬ 
wards colored men, and colonization would be 
at an end. But the Statesman publicly confesses 
an “ error" in calling it a “ mere prejudice’ 
founded on slavery. What is it than ? It is 
that of “ nature" as the Sentinel says. But it 
won’t do to say the first at the south nor the 
last at the north; hence the dodge: 

“ We do not hold that it is wrong and un¬ 
justifiable for the while race to keep itself dis¬ 
tinct and unmixed, but, on the contrary, that 
amalgamation would be a calamity without 
measure and without limit to both the White 
and colored races.” 

Ah! its “ amalgamation" then that you arc 
afraid of is it? Colonization is an anti-amal- 
gamtion society is it? So alarmed lest you and 
the negroes should intermarry that they must 
flee the land ! That is your «strongest, best,

ter, we have a much cheaper and more decent 
remedy for their weakness. Become genuine 
abolitionists. They have no desires nor fears 
at all on this point. They think they can live 
in a country ns big as our* with colored people 
without cohabitation, aud if colonizotionists will 
embrace correct principles they can do so too.—

FUGITIVE STATUTE OF 1860 UNCON¬ 
STITUTIONAL. 

NotrS. *

The delivering up of a person cla’med as a 
fugitive from service by a Commissioner^under 
thoetatute, is called a oase of criradilionhy Geo 
T Curtis, Judge Sprague, and others, who be¬ 
lieve the proceeding authorized by the Consti ¬ 
tution. And they admit, that if the constitu¬ 
tion does not authorize the ease tp be treated as, 
one of extraditonf the statute is unconstitution¬ 
al, because it does not allow the party seized a 
-■trial by jury. It becomos therefore of vital I 
importance to. ascertain what is the.meaning of 
the term extradition, and to see whether the fore¬ 
going clause in the constitution authorizes the 
case to be treated as one of extradition. This 
point has never been before the Supreme Court 
of the United States. This is the point upon 
which the decision of that Court in relation to 
the constitutionality of the statute of 1860 is to 
turn. I do not feel confident, that it will be 
possible to convince the Judges of that Court. 
But I feel sure, it is possible to make the case 
so plain, that none need to misunderstand, ex¬ 
cept those who are blind, because they will not 

What is the meaning of the term extradition f 
The word is derived from the Latin word extra¬ 
ct, tio, which comes from the preposition w (out 
of) and track (to deliver.) Literally the word 
signifies the act of delivering out of a country or 
State. As a term in j urisprudence or diplomacy, 
it was introduced into our law from the Civil 
Law. According to Bouvier’s Law Dictionary, 

“ extradition is the act of sending by authority 
of law, a person accused of a crime to a foreign 
jurisdiction ’where it was committed, in order 
that he may be tried.” 

Formerly it was held by some writers on 
public law, that the extradition of persons ac¬ 
cused of crime in a foreign State was an obliga¬ 
tion imposed upon the sovereign power of States 
by the law of nations. At present the general 
doctrine is, that no natiou is under any obliga¬ 
tion to make an extradition of fugitives from 
justice, unless in compliance with the stipula¬ 
tions of a treaty. 

According to Bouvier’s definition, extradition 
implies two different jurisdictions and two dif¬ 
ferent sovereignties. The person, to be deliver¬ 
ed up in case of extradition, must be charged 
with crime in one jurisdiction arid escape into 
another. He must be delivered up by the sover¬ 
eign power of the latter jurisdiction and to the 
sovereign power of the former. 

The purpose for which he is to be delivered 
up is special and limited, namely, to be tried for 
the crime with which he stands charged. The 
reason of the extradition, is because ho cannot 
be tried in the jurisdiction, where he is found. 

By tho Constitution of the United States Art. 
4, j 2, clause 2d; it is provided, that “ a person 
charged in any State with treason, felony or other 
crime, who shall flee from justice, and be found in 
another State, shallow demand of the executive au¬ 
thority of the State from which he fed, be deliver¬ 
ed up, to be removed to the State having jurisdiction 
of the erime." Bouvier says, “ the act of thus 
delivering a prisoner is, by the law of nations 
called extradition." In this I think he is correct. 
This clause in the constitution implies two dif¬ 
ferent jurisdictions and two different sovereign¬ 
ties. The person to be delivered up must be 
j charged with crime in one jurisdiction or State 
and escape into another. He must be delivered 
up by the Governor or executive authority of 
the latter jurisdiction or State to the Governor 
or executive authority of the former. The pur¬ 
pose for which he is to be delivered up, is special 
and limited, namely, to be tried for the crime ' 
with which he stands charged. The reason of 
the extradition is because he cannot be tried in 
the jurisdiction or State where he is found. 

According to this view of the subject, there 
can he no extradition of a person unless he is. 
legally charged with some crime, nor then un¬ 
less he has fled from justice and gone into 
another jurisdiction. If a man is charged with 
murder in the County of Cumberland and es¬ 
capes into the County of York, here is no case 
for extradition. He remains in the same juris¬ 
diction, and subject to the same sovereign power. 
He cannot be given up by the sovereign power 
or executive authority of one State to that of 
another, for the same sovereign power and ex¬ 
ecutive authority prevail in both counties It 
is true the man cannot be tried in the County of 
York. But it is perfectly competent for the 
legislature of Maine to enact a law directing 
him to be arrested and brought into Cumber¬ 
land for trial. This is the standing law of our 
State; so that in such a case, there can be no 
extradition. Again, if a man is charged with 
the erime of treason in leying war against the 
United States in the State of Virginia and es¬ 
capes into the State of New York, here is no 
case for extradition. Hq. remains in the same 
jurisdiction and subject to the same sovereign 
power. He cannot be delivered up by the sov- 
erign power or executive authority of one na¬ 
tion or jurisdiction to that of another, for the 
same sovereign power and executive authority 
prevail in New York and Virginia. It is true, 
the man who levies war upon the United States 
in Virginia cannot be tried for it in New York. 
But it is perfectly competent for Congress to 
enact a law directing him to be arrested in New 
York and carried into Virginia for trial. So 
that in such a case there can be no extradition 
and there is no need of extradition. 

According to Bouvier’s definition, there can 
be no extradition of persons held to service in 
one State under the law3 thereof, who escape 
into another, because they are not charged with 
crime, and consequently cannot be delivered up for 
the purpose of being tried for crime. If it should 
be thought, that iu that particular, Bouvier’s 
definition is inaccurate, and that there may be 
an extradition of persons for other purposes than 
to be tried for crime, I will not now contest that 
opinion. Still there are other points in his defi¬ 
nition as well as in the constitution, which show 
that the delivering up of a fugitive from service 
under the third clause of the second section of 
the fourth article, is not a case of of extradition. 

In the first place, there is but One jurisdiction 
and one sovereignty in the case. In the case of 
Prigg v. Pennsylvania, 16 Pet. Rep. on page 
613, the Supreme Court of the United States 
volunteered the opinion, that Congress had 
power to legislate for the rendition of fugitives 
from service, or rather of fugitive slaves, to use 
the language of the court. On page 625, that 
court held “ the power of legislation on this 
subject to be exclusive in Congress." Three 
pages of the Opinion of the court by Judge 
devoted to the purpose of showing, 
under no obligation, to de¬ 


liver up fr^^fr^viceS thatth6> a ha ^ 
no right to legislate for that P-'po^ and tn 
fact that .they have nothing to do 
this latte* opinion I heartily con0 g v 2* 
gitive from service is Seized and e tve 
under t&|authority ofjjhe national gpveriime 
aldne. The fugitive is not seized under the so - 
ereign power of one State and delivered up by 
the executive authority thereof to the executive 
authority of another sovereign .State. The -who e 
is to he performed under the same sovereign 
ipojvrr of tlie United States and in the same ju¬ 
risdiction. Consequently the case can no more 
be one of extradition, than to seize a man charg¬ 
ed withmurder in Portland,- who escapes into 
the County of York, and to bring him back to 
Portland for trial; or than to seize a man 
'charged with the erime of treason in levying 
war against the United States iu Virginia, who 
escapes intoNew York, and to carry him back to 
Virginia for trial. It is believed that no man 
who has studied law for three years, ever call¬ 
ed such oases as these, cases of extradition. 

Again, the purpose of extradition and the rea¬ 
son for if. do not hold good with reference to fu¬ 
gitives from service—" On demand of the exec¬ 
utive authority of the State from which a per¬ 
son charged with crime shall flee, he shall be de¬ 
livered up to be removal to the State having juris¬ 
diction of the crime." For what purpose is he 
to be delivered up ? “ To be removed to tbe 

State having jurisdiction of the crime.” For 
what purpose is lie to be removed to that State ? 
Every body must see, it is in order, that he may 
be tried for the crime with which he stands 
charged. The purpose for which he is to be 
delivered up, is special and limited. No evi¬ 
dence of his guilt is necessary to warrant the 
Governor in delivering him up. It is sufficient 
to show, that he has been legally charged with 
crime, by producing an attested copy oi theinr 
dictment against him. 

Not so in the case of a fugitive from service. 
lie is to be delivered up on claim of the party to 
whom such service is due. He is not to be de¬ 
livered up to be removed to the Stale from which 
he escaped in order to have the question tried, wheth¬ 
er he owes service as alleged. The constitution 
does not say he is to be delivered up to be re¬ 
moved to that State. Mr. George T. Curtis Says 
he entertains a very decided opinion, that the 
alleged fugitive is to be delivered up for the 
special and limited purpose of removal only. The 
constitution does not say so. That instrument 
says he is to be delivered up to his claimant, be¬ 
cause he is held to service under the laws of the 
State from which he escaped — because his ser¬ 
vice or labor is duo to that claimannt. It does 
not say a word about his removal. He is to be 
delivered to the custody and possession Of the 
claimant in order to perform' the service which 
he owes. If he is a son or “ a free person bound 
to service for a term of lycars,” after he is de¬ 
livered up, he may be held to service in any 
State, where the local laws will allow it. If he 
is a slave, after he is delivered up, he may in 
\ the same manner be held as a slave, in any State 
where the local laws will allow it. It never can 
be necessary to remove him to the State from 
which he escaped. 

But if he is to be delivered up to be removed 
to tho State under whose jlaws it is alleged he 
owes service, forjwhat purpose is he to be re¬ 
moved to that State ? Surely he is not to be 
removed for 'the sake of removal only. Is he 
I to be removed to that State for the purpose of a 
trial ? Is it not plain, that he is to be delivered 
up in order that he may perform the service, 
which it.is alleged he owes ? Is it not plain, 
thatjif he was delivered up to be tried, he should 
be delivered up to some official character and. 
hold for the purpose of trial ? that some pro¬ 
vision should be made for his trial ? or at least 
that some security should be taken that he 
| should have a trial ? 

Persona charged with crime, are often deliv¬ 
ered up, although perfectly innocent. This is 
authorized by the constitution. All persons 
| properly charged with crime in one State, who 
escape into another, are to be delivered up 
demand of the executive authority of the former 
State in order to be tried. It never can be known 
whether they are guilty or not till after the trial. 
Of course it cannot be known till after they are 
delivered up and removed. The reason why 
they are delivered up, is that they may have 
their trial. Not so with fugitives from service. 
They are not to be delivered up because it 
charged they owe service. None are to be de¬ 
livered up but those who are actually and law¬ 
fully held to service. Of course none until 
they have had their trial. Otherwise it will 
happen, as it has already happened, that many 
trill be delivered up, who do not owe the ser¬ 
vice. Otherwise it will happen, as it has al- 
ready happened, that men will be delivered 
up as servants, to claimants to whom their ser¬ 
vice is not due. Why should one man be de¬ 
livered into the possession of another by author¬ 
ity of law, until by a trial and “ due process of 
law” it shall be ascertained, that the latter is 
entitled to the custody and possession of the 
former r The case of a fugitive from service is 
a civil controversy between the parties, and is 
not necessarily to be tried in the State from 
which it is alleged the fugitive escaped, like the 
case of a fugitive criminal. On the other it is 
necessarily to be tried in the State, where the 
alleged fugitive is found, otherwise it cannot be 
judicially ascertained, whether he ought to be 
delivered up to the claimant or not. If tUe 
question between the parties is not settled by 
“ due process of law” before the order for de¬ 
livery is made, I do not see why the claimant 
might not with as much propriety be delivered 
into the custody and possession of the alleged 
fugitive, as the alleged fugitive into the custody 
and possession of the claimant.

The Democracy of Huron and Erie counties 
assembled in Convention at Norwalk, Septem.

tions as embodied in them: 

1. That. Congress, by prompt and ample ac. 
tion should provide for the exclusion of slavery 
from the Territories and all other places und er 
exclusive National jurisdiction : 

2. That there is authority in the Genera; 
Government to legislate upon the Subject 0 f 
slavery as it exists in the States : 

3. That there should be no further toleration 
of slavery in the District of Columbia: 

4. That the influence of the General ’Govern, 
ment should be kept actively and be petuapL 
on the side of Freedom, thus relieving ^ 
American Feople from all responsibility f or jj. 
existence, or continuance of slavery.” 

The Democracy of Carroll county at a moot 
ing held i’eOuary 22, toou, to rauty m e lu¬ 
nation of Judge Wood lor Governor, after reels' 
ing the State Convention Resolutions on slave,,' 
proceeded as toliows; 

“Resolved, That we recognize as embodied 
in the Resolutions an express declaration that 
the Democracy of Ohio will use all constitution 
al power to prevent the increase, to mitigate and' 
finally eradicate the evil of slavery. 

Resolved, That’, in order to carry out sajj 
declaration, ititlie duty of the Democratic lien, 
resentativus im Congress to use all endeavors t a 
extend without delay the principles, of tile Or 
dinance of 1787 to thej Territories acquired bv 
the United States under the late treaty wit ' K 
Mexico and thus constitutionally prevent the

Resolved, That it is the duty of the govern- 
ment to separate itself from all support of slave- 
ry and by giving its influence in favor of free, 
dom, to relieve the American people from all 
responsibility for its existence or continuance 
A Convention of’the Northwestern Demoe-’ 
racy, held iu Lucas county, May 30, 1851, tlm s 
stated its views of the Resolutions of the State 
Convention:

In other counties, Democratic Conventions 
have adopted resolutions of similar import, and 
the correctness of these constructions has been 
no where denied by any body of Democrats in 
any part of the State. 

An indication not less clear of the sentiments of 
the Democracy of Ohio on the subject of slavery 
may be found in the recent renomination unan¬ 
imously and by' acclamation of Judge Wood for 
Governor and in the adoption, without dissent 
of the following resolution; 

‘ Resolved, That we approve of the adminis¬ 
tration of our Chief Executive, his manly bear¬ 
ing, prudent counsels and souud Democratic 
doctrings and we commend him to the People 
as worthy the position he occupies, and well 
deserving the trust of our standard in the ensu¬ 
ing campaign.’ 

No- one can reasonably doubt as to the mean- 
ing of this resolution, who recollects the avowal 
of Judge Wood pending the canvass of I860 
that •’ he never doubted the constitutional pow¬ 
er of Congress to prohibit slavery in the yTerri- 
tories,” coupled with the emphatic declaration 
that “ he would not stop at paper prohibitions;" 
or the later but not less explicit expressions of 
his Inaugural Address, First, as to the exten¬ 
sion of, slavery : 

“The Democratic party ever has and ever 
will oppose either the diffusion or extension of 
slavery into any free territory of the United 
States by every legal and constitutional means, 
and would rejoice if any mode, not doing vio¬ 
lence to others, could he devised to overthrow 
and eradicate the evil." 

Second as to its abolition in the District of 
Columbia: 

“That Congress having by the Constitution, 
authority to legislate for the District of Colum¬ 
bia in all cases whatsoever” may there abolst 
it (slavery) I entertain no doubt. 1 have evei 
viewed the abolition of slavery in the District 
not only as a matter of expediency, but of ab¬ 
solute right to the colored race.” 

Third, as to the Fugitive Slave Law, “ A to 
that makes ex parte evidence conclusive of tbe 
master’s right to recapture and return his slave; 
that denies a jury trial here or elsewhere; that 
provides for the appointment of swarms of pet¬ 
ty officers to execute .It; that gives a double 
compensation to find every claim in favor of tie 
master ; and pays the expenses in any case, 
from the public treasury can never receive the 
voluntary co-operation of the people.” . 

After giving this condensed and striking 
summary of objections to the law, Govern 01 
Wood proceeds to deprecate “ resistance by vio¬ 
lence,” declaring “ the constitutional and leg al 
remedy” to be “ amendment or repeal." 

With these evidences before them as to the 
sentiments of the Ohio Democracy in respetl 
to slavery few will doubt the correctness of tk« 
construction placed by the Democracy of Hu ron 
and Erie, of Carroll, and of Northwestern Ok' 0 
upon the Slavery Resolutions of 1848 re-affir®’ 
ed in 1850 and 1851. In truth this very r; ’ 
affirmation with full knowledge of this in¬

First, they will be tried for Treason. 

Secondly, should they be acquitted of the 
crime of Treason they will be taken to Lan¬ 
caster anfi tried in the State Court for the 
Murder of Edward Gorsuch! And at the 
suggestion of the District Attorney of the 
United States, the State’s Attorney for Lan¬ 
caster district has already lodged, at the 
Prison, warrants charging all the prisoners 
with the crime of murder. 

Thirdly, if they are acquitted both of trea¬ 
son and murder, they will be fried in the 
District Court of the United States, for ob¬ 
structing the Marshal in executing the pro¬ 
cess issued by Mr. Commissioner Ingraham, 
and for aiding in the escape of the slaves.

Nf.w York Election. —JVew York, Fri- 
dw; evening .—So vague contradictory, and 
wholly unreliable have been the returns by 
telegraph of the recent election in this State, 
that it has not been deemed advisable to 
send you anything beyond the probahle re¬ 
sults. The returns received since yesterday 
have thrown little light upon the general re¬ 
sult in the State, except to lessen tiie proba¬ 
bility of a Whig majority in the Senate, the 
defeat of Mr. Beakman by 26 votes in the 
5th district, and the probable defeat of Ben¬ 
edict in the 7th district, reduces the W hig 
majority thus far to one 1 with the 9th, 14th, 
17th, 21st and 25th districts to hear from. 
A despatch from a well informed corres¬ 
pondent at Albany, this evening, expresses 
a strong belief in the election of tbe Whig 
candidates for Attorney General, Treasurer, 
Canal Commissioner, and Secretary of State. 
Leading Whig politicians in this city, how¬ 
ever, regard the election of all these,’ except 
Attorney General, as still in doubt. — Tel. to 
mom. papers. 

Kossuth, the Hungarian Patriot, and refu¬ 
gee, who is expected to land on our shores 
in a few days, states the following as one of 
the objects’ which he sought for his own 
country, and which rendered him obnoxious 
to the Austrian Government: 

“ That every inhabitant of my country, with- 
out regarding language or rehgioi j, should be 
free and equal before the law—all classes having 
the same privileges and protection from the law.” 

If, after becoming an adopted citizen of 
the United States, he should undertake to 
advocate the same principles, would he not 
be obliged again to become a refugee ? Our 
Union safety Committees should keep au 
eye on these “foreign incendiaries,”— Boston 
Pathfinder. 

R. H. Dana, jr., counsel for defense in the 
Shadrach rescue cases in Boston, made his 
opening argument last week. He contended 
that when a slave is fleeing, and one gives 
him a night’s lodging, or a tumbler full of cold 
water, hi is called to be md.cted and com¬ 
mitted under the fugitive law of 18o0. He
